LONDON (AP> - Forty 
labor MPs spilled on to the 
floor of the House of Com¬ 
mons Monday ittglU in an un¬ 
precedented demonstration 
against proposals to limit de¬ 
bate on the Conservative gov¬ 
ernment's anti-strike bill. 


Shouting and shuffling, the 
angry Labor MPs jumped 
from their benches, led by 
Stanley Arme of Salford. 

“This is hypocrisy.” he 

yelled. 

"Order, order,” shouted 


Speaker Sehvyn Lloyd time 
after time. 

The MPs kept right on 
shouting and stamping. 

Finally. Lloyd shouted: “1 
shall suspend the sitting for 15 
minutes.” 


The outburst came as Em¬ 
ploy m e n t Minister Robert 
Carr was winding up govern¬ 
ment arguments in favor of 
the “guillotine” motion. This 
motion would limit debate on 
the strike-curbing bill to a 
maximum of 30 days. Labor 


party members want unlim¬ 
ited debate. 

Lloyd walked out of the 
room after suspending the sit¬ 
ting. When it resumed the 
Labor MPs carried on their 
protests.

McGeer Lashes

ABIDJAN, Ivory Coast 
(Reuteri — Fifty-eight of 92 
persons condemned Sunday to 
death in the aftermath of last 
November’s abortive seaborne 
invasion of Guinea were 
hanged Monday, Radio Cona¬ 
kry reported Monday night. 

The radio, monitored in 
Abidjan, said the 58 were 
hanged in various parts of the 
country. 

Guinea’s National Assembly 
sentenced 92 Africans, 34 of 
them in absentia, to death for 
their alleged part in the 
invasion. 

The tribunal also sentenced 
72 people, including the Arch¬ 
bishop of Conakry, two West 
Germans, three Frenchmen 
and 10 Lebanese, to hard 
labor for life. 

Among the 58 executed 
were five men and one 
woman who held high govern¬ 
ment posts in Guinea.

AA Founder 
‘BillW.’ 
Dies at 75 


MIAMI BEACH, Fla. (UPI) 
— William G. Wilson, co¬ 
founder of Alcoholics Anony¬ 
mous who was known to 
hundreds of thousands of 
cured alcoholics only as “Bill 
W.*\ died Sunday of pneu¬ 
monia at the Miami Heart 
Institute at the age of 75. 

Wilson was a resident of 
Bedford Hills. N.Y.. where 
private services will be held 
at the home at a date to be 
announced later. Burial will 
be at his native East Dorset, 
Vt. 

Wilson was a Wall Street 
broker badly battered by the 
depression when he became 
an alcoholic.

He blamed the demonstra¬ 
tion by the unemployed at the 
opening of the Legislature 
Thursday on government poli¬ 
cies. “It resulted, from words 
not matched by deeds — a 
realization by some pople that 
they had been duped and then 
dumped," he said.

Boston Highrise 
Pile of Rubble 


BOSTON (UPIi A 16-storey condominium apartment 
building under construction collapsed into a pile of rubble 
Monday. Three workmen were slightly injured and three 
others listed as missing. 

Police and firemen searched the debris for the missing 
workmen amidst fears the remaining wails of the structure 
also might collapse. 

The building was located across the street from the 
residence of Most Rev. Humberto Medeiros. Archbishop of 
the Roman Cathpjjc diocese of Boston.

Authorities evacuated three nearby buildings. The three 
remaining wails of the condominium were leaning and 
expected to fall. 

Three men working on the top floor of the structure were 
rescued after the roof toppled in on.the 16th floor. A short 
time later, the entire building collapsed inward. 

Boston city hospital sent six ambulances to the scene to 
assist the 12 sent by the police department. 

The contractor. Toulong Construction Co., of Montreal, 
said the missing men included two laborers and a plumber. 

A company spokesman said the scaffolding began to fall at 
3:22 p.m. Three workers were rescued by a crane bucket. 

The building, vvsich included 15 storeys with a sunroom 
on top. caved in at 3:35 p.m.

Vast reclamation projects, employing thousands 
of young people who are now jobless, were proposed 
Monday by Opposition Leader Dave Barrett as part 
of a program to give British Columbia the “clean, 
pure and protected” environment of a park. 

In his 75-minute reply to 
last Thursday’s speech from 
the throne Barrett told the 
legislature this and other 
governments can clioose to 
ignore the frustrations of the 
.jobless, particularly the young 
jobless, only at the peril of 
the democratic system. 

He proposed a special three- 
per-cent provincial tax on all 
capital and improvement 
spending which the NDP 
leader said would produce 525 
million to 530 million to 
finance immediate reclama¬ 
tion projects to restore the 
tarnished beauty of B.C. 

The program, Barrett 
claimed, could provide jobs 
for at least 10,000 young 
people, many of them well 
educated and highly oriented 
towards preservation of the 
environment. 

* * ★ 

What he called “park Brit¬ 
ish Columbia,” the NDP 
leader added, would become a 
beacon to attract people from 
all over North America to 
enjoy tlw clean, pure and 
protected environment. The 
resultant increase in tourism, 
last year worth 5475 million, 
would provide many new jobs 
throughout the province. 

Barrett spent much of his 
speech belaboring the gov¬ 
ernment for what he called 
“the panorama” of environ¬ 
ment abuse he found on his 
travels around B.C. last year. 

The NDP leader called for 
the Immediate dissolution of 
tlie Pollution Control Board 
and the transfer of responsi¬ 
bility for pollution control to 
the health department which 
would concern itself mainly 
with the potential effects of 
industrial development on the 
health of B.C. citizens

OTTAWA (UPI» The 
federal government intro¬ 
duced long-awaited legislation 
Monday to create a Canada 
Development Corporation, but 
the proposed 52 billion public- 
private company was de¬ 
signed more for stimulating 
Canadian business titan “buy¬ 
ing back” the country from 
U.S. and other foreign own¬ 
ers. 

The proposed corporation 
would have the power to buy 
up companies or thwart take¬ 
overs in sectors of the 
economy dominated by 
American or other foreign 
owners. But unlike some 
previous proposals, this would 
not be its main function. 

A * ★ 

The main aim of the 
corporation would be “to help 
develop and maintain strong 
C a n a d i a n-controlled and 
C a nadian-managed corpora¬ 
tions in the private sector, 
and to provide greater op¬ 
portunities for Canadians to 
invest and participate in the 
e c oncimic development of 
Canada.” 

Officials said the corpora¬ 
tion would help modify the 
present trend of Canadians to 
import long term capital 
mostly from five United States 
**• while exporting short term 
funds. 

With all its voting shares 
held by Canadian citizens and 
the government, the corpora¬ 
tion would provide a new 
source of long term capital 
for large, high risk enter¬ 
prises that previously would 
have been unable to find 
backing from domestic in¬ 
vestors.

Canadian industry currently 
is about half foreign con¬ 
trolled, with some industries 
such as petroleum refining 99 
per cent foreign held. 

The bill was introduced in 
the House of Commons by 
Finance Minister Edger Ben¬ 
son nearly 10 years after his 
Liberal Party began propos¬ 
ing such a body.

His fellow bishops nominated him and four 
others — William Wright, 66, Archbishop of 
Algoma; G. Frederick C. Jackson, 63, 
Archbishop of Qu’Appelle and Metropolitan of 
Rupert* land; Ralph S. Dean, 57, Bishop of 
Caribou; and Robert L. Seaborn, 59. Bishop 
of Newfoundland.

Bishop Scott was elected on the third 
ballot with 63 clerical votes and 63 lay votes 
of the total 224 votes. 

The trend toward the winner developed on 
lhe first ballot when he totalled 72 votes. 

Archbishop Wright was second throughout 
the voting. He had 61 after the first ballot, 
and 71 after the second with 78 on the third 
ballot. 

Bishop Scott had 14 ballots after the 
second vote. 


He is a graduate of tlie University of 
British Columbia and the Anglican Theo¬ 
logical College in Vancouver. 

He was ordained in 1942 and in 1945 he 
was made general secretary of the Student- 
Christian movement at the University of 
Manitoba. From 1949 to 1960 he served 
parishes in Rupert’s Land. 


In 1964, he became associate general 
secretary of the national department of social 
service for the church. He was consecrated 
Bishop of Kootenay in 1966 and has been 
chairman of the church’s committee on the 
ministry. 

He has a son and three daughters and 
lives in Kelowna. 

It was the first time the press had been 
admitted to the election of the primate. 

Archbishop Wright has been acting 
primate since Archbishop Howard Clark 
resigned the post in August.

Salivation Doesn’t Arise 
From Any Single Cause

Dear Dr. Thosteson: What 
causes profuse * slobbering, 
particularly when sleeping, in 
a 64-year-old man with Park¬ 
inson's disease? 

My late mother did that in 
her late 70s but she did not 
have Parkinson’s disease. 

Although L-dopa is on the 
market now for Parkinson’s, 
do you feel that it is safe 
from any side effects? — 
Mrs. J. A. C. 

P t y alism. or excessive 
salivation, doesn't arise from 
any one cause. It is, to be 
sure, one of the symptoms of 
Parkinsonism, but, as in your 
mother’s case, it can occur in 
elderly persons without that 
disease being involved. 

Irritations in the mouth, 
inciting greater release of 
saliva, are a possibility that 
should be investigated in such 
cases. Certain drugs (among 
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them, iodides) can cause this 
trouble, too. 

As to L-dopa, whether it is 
that or any other potent 
medication, you are asking 
too much when you want it to 
be free of "any side effects." 
Side effects of some sort are 
possible with just about any 
medication you can name, 
even including aspirin. 

The possibility of side ef¬ 
fects by no means signifies 
that every patient is going to 
encounter them. Some do; 
some don’t. 


And that very uncertainty is 
one of the basic aspects of 
careful medical care. Both 
doctor and patient hope there 
will be no side effects, but it 
is only good sense to keep 
watch for the cases in which 
side effects do crop up. 

L-dopa can have side ef¬ 
fects. but they are mostly 
"nuisance" affairs that can 
bo controlled by adjusting the 
dosage properly — correct 
adjustment of dosage appears 
to be very necessary with this 
medication. 

It already has proved itself 
to be very effective in the 
majority of cases, and use 
and tests so far indicate that 
it is safe. 

True, some patients find 
they cannot make use of it — 
l>erhaps one in three or four- 
hut for the rest, tbe improve¬ 
ment is so dramatic and 
gratifying that L-dopa should 
be tried to see whether it 
benefits a particular patient.

used to encourage industries 
to come to the province. 

It was not fair, he said, to 
put the blame for unemploy¬ 
ment on the federal govern¬ 
ment when the province could 
be doing so much to combat 
it. 

McGeer condemned the 
government for its lack of 
action on pollution matters, 
calling its policies so far "a 
paper war on pollution." The 
committee now’ responsible 
for environmental control is 
composed of "five pathetic 
ministers, all anxious to pol¬ 
lute the province." he said. 

He cited the example of the 
drinking water system at 
Naramata in the Okanagan 
Valley which, he alleged, is 
being polluted by herds of 
cows grazing on Crown lands. 

That the government al¬ 
lowed this to continue, he 
said, showed their "values 
are so warped we would 
rather contaminate drinking 
water with bovine fecal mat¬ 
ter than lose six to eight tons 
of beef each year." 

He alleged that the govern¬ 
ment doesn’t care about for¬ 
ests, recreation, parks, fish, 
wildlife, or "anything except 
industry that makes the gov¬ 
ernment money." 

McGeer said he hoped the 
P r o v incial Elections Act 
would he amended as sug¬ 
gested in the throne speech. 
He felt, he said, that there 
should be redistribution in 
B.C. so that all votes were

This form of balloting,

stood at 76.000 last November. 
Barrett told the House, al¬ 
most double the level of the 
same month in 1969. In 1965 
the jobless total in the 
province stood at 25,000 of 


which only 7.000 were in the 
34 to 24-year-old age group. 
Now, of 76,000 unemployed, he 
added, 31,000 or 45 per cent 
are between 14 and 24. 

"These young people are 
generally unmarried, gen¬ 
erally better trained, with a 
lower tolerance level for 
frustrations of unemploy¬ 
ment," Barrett said. 

Having been instilled, 
rightly or wrongly, with the 
mores of a society which 
equates success with having 
money, job. and a home and 
car, the NDP leader said, 
these young people represent 
a potentially explosive situa¬ 
tion in our society. 


There are more than 1.000 
young peoplp with university 
degrees who can’t find jobs in 
the province already, Barrett 
said, and when Roverfimem 
leaders make “glib, unthink¬ 
ing. foolish political state¬ 
ments” of the kind made 
about last Thursday’s demon¬ 
strations which disrupted the 
legislature opening they can 
expect more trouble. 

He said the legislature 
incident was due to "the 
behavior of a small group of 
irrational people" and added 
it was symptomatic of a 
greater social ill.

SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - 
The skipper of the Arizona 
Standard said Monday his 
sister ship, the Oregon Stan¬ 
dard, disappeared from his 
radar screens shortly before a 
under the Golden 
Bridge, which led to a 
oil spill last week. 

Capt. Harry Parnell, 46, of 
Alameda, told a U.S. Coast 


Guard hearing his ship’s bow 
was stuck in the other ship 
"like a cork in a leaky 
bottle.” 

Parnell said he shifted his 
cargo from front to back to 
cfiange the trim so the 
Arizona Standard could back 
out. 

He' said the ships were 
locked together about seven 


hours before they were pulled 
apart. 

Parnell said his ship was 
carrying 114,800 barrels of 
San Joaquin crude oil and it 
has a capacity of 115.000 
barrels. 

Parnell said his chief of¬ 
ficer plotted the course of the 
Oregon Standard for some 
time prior to the collision. He 
said the Oregon Standard 


"blended into” the bridge on 
the radar screens before the 
collision. 

"We did not determine the 
s|)eed because at the time it 
didn’t seem necessary,” he 
told a three-man hearing. 
f ‘Her relative movement line 
was clear to us.” 

Parnell said he saw the 
Oregon Standard on radar 
“five or six times” as he 


walked back and forth be¬ 
tween his ship’s two radar 
scopes. 

"Then it blended into the 
bridge,” he said. "The chief 
officer, who was plotting the 
coarse of the Oregon Stan¬ 
dard, told me he had lost the 
target in the shadow of the 
bridge — it became one solid 
target.”

BONN — East Germany 
agreed Monday to re-establish 
telephone communications be¬ 
tween Last and West Berlin, 
broken 18 years ago. 

It was the first important 
step to improve contacts 
between the two halves of the 
divided city since the Berlin 
Wall went up in 1963, effec¬ 
tively isolating West Berliners 
from their East Berlin neigh¬ 
bors. Even Christmas and 
Easttt^passes for West Ber¬ 
liners to visit the other half of 
the city, almost routine sev¬ 
eral years ago, have been 
refused qf late. 


The agreement, announced 
by the federal post ministry 
here, was also significant in 
that the negotiations were con¬ 
ducted by West Berlin au¬ 
thorities. not 
West Germany claims West 
Berlin is an integral part of 
the federal republic while 
recognizing Allied four-power 
sovereignty over the city. 


East Germany has refused 
to negotiate with West Ger¬ 
man authorities on matters 
affecting West Berlin and 
contends that West Berlin and 
an independent political entity 
situated on East German soil. 
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The Stage Is Set 


B ecause Canada’s unemployment situa¬ 
tion has been created by Ottawa’s deliberate 
anti-inflationary policies, including restriction of 
credit and a corresponding increase in the cost of 
borrowing, government can hardly expect the 
reversal of its fiscal policies to bring immediate 
results. 

It has to be remembered that it took the best 
part of a year for the tight money situation to cool 
down the fires of inflation that grew out of hand 
towards the end of 1968. 

Past experience has shown that it takes an 
almost similar time for remedial measures to 
restore confidence and the growth factor to 
industry. The pump priming has been going on 
now for about six months, but it has only been in 
the last three that any appreciable drop in interest 
rates and money availability has taken place. 

During this period more than $1,000,000,000 
his been raised in bond and debenture issues by 
many of Canada’s leading corporations. 


This is money which is required by industry to 
reactivate expansion plans which were dropped in 
1969 when the government called for a “go slow” 
development program. * 

Once the new capital is put to work, there is 
little doubt that new jobs will be created, but it is 
fatuous to expect that all this capital can be put to 
work immediately, and the full results of such 
expenditures, so far as employment is concerned, 
cannot be expected in a day. 

The general consensus in financial circles is 
that the atmosphere for development has again 
been created in Canada, but that the effects will 
not be felt to any degree before mid-summer. 

The encouraging feature behind the Canadian, 
situation is that the country’s international balance 
of payments is running at record levels, and despite 
grey areas caused by the unpegging of the 
Canadian dollar, the outlook for exporters, 
including British Columbia’s great forest industry, 
is considerably brighter than it has been since the 
tight money squeeze was first applied.

O FFICIAL SOURCES IN LONDON have now 
confirmed earlier pi*ess reports that British 
diplomat James Cross, who was kidnapped and 
held prisoner by Montreal FLQ terrorists for 
nearly two months, will receive a substantial 
compensation payment from the United Kingdom 
government. 

The British government’s decision to com¬ 
pensate Mr. Cross for his ordeal in this manner 
creates something of a precedent in that it is the 
first time it has made a financial settlement of 
such a nature. One British official explained the 
move in these simple terms: “It was the first time 
any of our people had ever been kidnapped....” 

Few will question the desire of the British 
government to attempt to make amends to Mr. 
Cross for all the suffering and discomfort — far 


beyond the line of duty and outside the exigencies 
of the service — he was forced to endure at the 
hands of a murderous gang of Quebec fanatics. 

However, what is open to question is what the 
Canadian government proposes to do in the light of 
this development. Surely if compensation is to 
come from the public purse it should come from 
Canada’s rather than Britain’s. 

It should not have to be mentioned at this 
stage that under standard and normal diplomatic 
interchanges, the host country accepts full 
responsibility for the protection and welfare of all 
accredited representatives of foreign (or Common¬ 
wealth) countries. 

In Mr. Cross’ case not only was Canada the 
host country but the pain and torture he suffered 
was inflicted upon him by Canadian citizens.

Politics eventually may 
allow’ what sentiment now 
demands. The political inter¬ 
ests of the two wings arenas’ 
different as their cultural 
backgrounds. 

India and the dispute over 
Kashmir color everything in 
the politics of West Pakistan. 
But the East Pakistanis’ 
closest neighbors in India are 
the people of West Bengal, 
who share the same linguistic 
and cultural interests. And 
Kashmir, 1,000 miles away, 
leaves them cold. 


The Awami League, which 
won a sweeping mandate in 
East Pakistan in the De¬ 
cember elections, has ex¬ 
pressed openly its intention to 
start trade with India without 
letting existing political dis¬ 
putes prejudice matters. 

However, West Pakistani 


decreed that if the assembly 
does not frame a constitution 
within four months, he will 
dissolve it and carry on his 
martial law administration. 

Also, any constitution must 
conform to some basic prin¬ 
ciples laid down by Yahya. 
The most crucial of these is 
that the country’s integrity 
should not be jeopardized. 

★ ★ ★ 

It is possible that, under the 
threat of political destitution, 
assembly members will find 
some manner of compromise 
simply to get a constitution 
working. 

Only after a popular gov¬ 
ernment has been formed will 
the real trouble begin. A

started in East Pakistan for 
complete independence and 
the creation of a sovereign 
nation. 

If the newly elected eastern 
leaders show the slightest hint 
of compromise with West 
Pakistan’s leaders, the senti¬ 
ment behind this movement 
may gather strength.

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Aged Ethiopian Emperor Seeks Help 

Haile Selassie Can’t Cope 
With Red-Backed Revolt

Northeast Africa’s 78-year- 
old Emperor of Ethiopia, 
Haile Selassie, has on his 
hands an armed rebellion in 
his province of Eritrea. 

The rebellion (backed by 
the Soviet Union) has been 
under way for most of the 
past eight years. It has now 
reached the stage where it 
threatens to be too much for 
Briassie to c on t ro l . 

As a result, he has sent an 
emissary to Paris in search 
of aid. His information min¬ 
ister, Getachew Mekasha, told 
French government leaders 
that an indirect Soviet take¬ 
over in Eritrea was becoming 
a “very serious threat in¬ 
deed,” — not only to Ethi¬ 
opia, but to American and 
French strategic interests. 


The French are particulary 
interested because they have 
(at the southern end of the 
Red Sea) the territory and 
port of Djibouti, but the 
Americans are even more 
interested because they have 
an important telecommunica¬ 
tions base in Eritrea itself. 
The base is located at Kag- 
new, close to Eritrea’s capital 
Asmara. c 

The 45,000 square miles of 
m o u ntainous territory of 
Eritrea stretches between 
north Ethiopia and the lower 
African shore of the Red Sea. 
The three million Moslems 
who make up the province’s 
population are from nomad 
and shepherd tribes. And they 
hate the Christian Asmaras 
who hold power in Addis 
Ababa — Ethiopia’s capital. 


The rebels carry out syste¬ 
matic attacks on Selassie’s 
police and army posts, and a 
part of the weak and ill- 
trained 41,000 troops of the 
emperor are permanently tied 
up trying to keep down the 
Eritrean rebels.

In 1969, the rebels copied 
the Palestinian commandos 
and blew up several planes 
belonging to Ethiopian air¬ 
lines. Last November, an 
Ethiopian military leader^ 
Gen. Teshome Erghetu, was 
killed in an ambush near 
Eritrea’s capital. On Dec. 16, 
Selassie { declared a state of 
emergency for two-thirds of 
his kingdom — including 
Eritrea. 

★ ★ ★ 

The Eritrean war is a 
racial, religious, and political 
war. It forms part of the 
efforts of Russia to penetrate 
into Africa under cover of 
Marxist-Moslem parties. 

The headquarters of the 
Eritrean Liberation Front are 
in Khartoum (capital of the 
Sudan). Aside from having 
the support of the Sudanese 
government, the guerrillas 
are backed by Syria and 
Libya. 

Selassie seems unable to 
master the rebellion, although 
he enjoys support from Israel 
and the United States, The 
Ethiopian army is said to 
have some 400 Israeli army 
instructors at a base call 


Oualika, southwest* of As¬ 
mara. 

Israel’s concern about the 
possible setting up of an Arab 
socialist government in Eri¬ 
trea is very great. With 
another Arab socialist regime 
in the Yemen on the Asian 
side of the Red Sea, it would 
constitute a dangerous threat 
to the western access of the 
Red Sea. 

Between the two Arab 
forces, access to the Red Sea 
and its northern port of 
Akaba could be blocked. It 
was the blocking of Akaba 
that led to the six-day war 
between Israel and Egypt in 
1967. 

★ ★ ★ 

The U.S. listening post at 
Kagnew, Eritrea, could like¬ 
wise be threatened — forcing 
the Americans to withdraw. 

The United States supports 
Ethiopia financially. It pro¬ 
vided credits totalling 5147 
million between 1953 and 1969. 
The Ethiopian information 
minister has told the French 
he has been expecting Ameri¬ 
can financial aid to be 
increased this year. A victory 
of Eritrean rebel leader 
Osman S a 1 a h Sabeh, he 
pointed out, would place the 
whole of the western coast of 
the Red Sea under Russian 
control. 

★ ★ ★ 

Frpnch Djibouti, which is 
eagerly awaiting the day 
when the Suez Canal reopens 
(of which there is no sign so 
far), would also have diffi¬ 
culty in holding out in total 
isolation against direct or 
indirect Soviet pressure. 

Information about the suc¬ 
cess or failure of Ethiopia’s 
plea for aid in Paris is scant, 
but it would be difficult for 
the French to oppose the pro- 
Soviet rebels operating in the 
Republic of Chad and remain 
indifferent to the success of 
similarly-oriented forces in 
Eritrea. 

In any event. Ethiopia is 
running out of time.

Ethnic and linguistic bar¬ 
riers divide Pakistanis today 
more profundly than religion 

— the country’s raison d’etre 

— unites them. 

In the euphoria produced by 
the bloody partition of India 
in 1947 religion seemed to link 
the two peoples, but in more 
than two decades of political 
togetherness the link has 
worn thin. 

The general election last 
December was a convincing 
demonstration of East Pakis¬ 
tan’s determination to go its 
own way.

First, East Pakistan con¬ 
tinues to be extremely back¬ 
ward economically while West 
Pakistan has achieved a 
measure of progress. Those in 
the West wing say this is 
because of their hard-working 
nature and the East Pakis¬ 
tanis’ lazy temperament. 

But the Easterners argue 
the disparity is the result of 
23 years of exploitation by the 
political-bureaucratic machine 
centred in West Pakistan — 
the seat of the central 
government and therefore the 
place riwin all 
made.

Second, when war broke out 
between Pakistan and India in 
1965. Pakistan’s military 
might was concentrated in the 
west wing, where the action 
was. India could easily have 
annexed the east, but did not 
do so for political reasons. 
Ever since, East Pakistanis 
have said that in a crisis, 
West Pakistan will leave 
them “in the lurch.” 

Third, when history’s worst 
tidal bore wrought havoc 
recently in East Pakistan, the 
authorities in the west wing 
were slow to act. Worse, in 
the eyes of the east, they took 
refuge behind imagined ob¬ 
structionism by India.

A threat was raised re¬ 
cently in Lahore, the west 
wing’s second largest city and 
within gunshot distance of the 
India border, that if Indian 
players were allowed to play 
in the forthcoming world cup 
hockey tournament, the sta¬ 
dium would be plowed up and 
“all hell let loose.”

Scientists can land men on the moon, but when It comes 
to the English Channel, all the wonders of modern technology 
are at a complete loss to know how to stop ships in the 
narrow stretch of water from crashing into each other. 

The sinking of two vessels there earlier this month (with 
the loss of 30 lives) causes no surprise to sailors. For 700 
ships of one kind or another pass through the crowded waters 
flowing between Britain and France every 24 hours. And to 
complicate matters further, vessels plying between the two 
countries are constantly criss-crossing the up and down sea 
lanes in the channel. 

At any time, another major disaster on the scale of the 
sinking of the Toirey Canyon can be expected, say experts. 

As the Dover Strait is an international seaway which any 
ship has the right to use, vessels from the four corners of the 
earth pass this way. 

Soon, however, maritime authorities will have to take 
action to control the sea lanes. With larger and larger vessels 
carrying oil and other highly-dangerous cargo liable to collide 
with each other, the resulting pollution to England and 
France — and to Holland and Belgium, too. because of wind 
and tides — is almost too awful to contemplate.

The first impression of the 
government’s bill to set up a 
Canada Development Corpora¬ 
tion is that it's a watered- 
Jbwn version of the proposal 
made by Walter Gordon when 
he was finance minister dur¬ 
ing the Pearson administra¬ 
tion. 

The bill, now presented to 
parliament by Finance Min¬ 
ister Benson, is primarily 
aimed at providing an owner¬ 
ship authority for the various 
federal government crown 
corporations, such as Pan- 
arctic Oils, Polymer Corpora¬ 
tion, Edlorado Nuclear Cor¬ 
poration and Northern Trans¬ 
portation. 

The main theme of the 
original CDC — that it would 
provide funds to keep Cana¬ 
dian companies in Canadian 
hands and bay out foreign 
interests in Canadian com¬ 
panies — has been dropped, 
and instead it will endeavor 
to encourage Canadians to 
support Canadian develop¬ 
ment. 

Although it is too early to 
pass an opinion, it would 
appear if the insularity ob¬ 
jections to the Gordon plan 
have been removed, some of 
the antipathy to the bill will 
be reduced. 

On the other hand, private 


enterprise will view with- 
mixed feelings any widening 
of government ownership in 
th£ commercial field. 

The financing for CDC is to 
come first from the govern¬ 
ment, which initially would be 
its only shareholder, but later 
common shares would be sold 
like mutual funds to the 
public, who in time would own 
%th of the total shares. 

In the next few years. 
Panarc tic Oils may become 
one of the government’s most 
valuable investments. It is a 
consortium of a group of 
important Canadian oil and 
mining companies with vast 
exploration and development 
holdings in the Canadian 
Arctic. Already oil and gas 
have been found by the group 
in quantities that promise 
well for further exploration.

LUMBER LINK SNAPPED 
The second of the two 
Cameron brothers who 
founded a lumber dynasty in 
Victoria in the early part of 
the century has died at his 
home in Los Angeles. 

Donnell Officer Cameron 
was a brother of the late 
James Oscar Cameron who 
founded the Cameron Lumber 
Company 63 years ago, and 
whose operation in 1946 was 
sold to its present owners, 
B.C. Forest Products Co. Ltd. 

Cameron, who was 92 years 
of age, is survived by his son 
Newton Cameron, president of 
Victoria Plywood Company in 
Esquimalt and his daughter 
Loula, Mrs. William Mearns, 
also of Victoria. 

He retired to live in Los 
Angeles shortly after the sale 
of the Cameron Lumber Com¬ 
pany. 

The Cameron brothers were 
bom in Texas and both 
became lawyers. J. O. came 
to Victoria in 1907 to investi¬ 
gate some timber claims, and 
liking what he saw, asked his 
brother Donnell to join him in 
acquiring the old ^"Taylor- 
Paterson sawmill on the site 
of the present BCFP mill. 

The two brothers became 
well-known citizens of Vic¬ 
toria with J. O. — the more 
outgoing — taking most of the 
limelight. However James 
died in 1943, and it was only 
three years after tills that Ills 
brother decided the BCFP 
offer for his mill was too good 
to refuse. 

Before that happened the 
company had been the victim 
of some misfortune, including 
a fire that destroyed the mill 
in 1931 and closed it down for 
the best part of four years. 

Although Cameron Lumber 
had a short and unsuccessful 
entry into the shipbuilding 
industry at Point Ellice, it did 
well out of the shipping 
industry by supplying most of, 
the lumber used in the 
wooden-hulled ships built in 
Victoria during the First 
World War.

Gaglardi said he felt the 
meeting had been good, "a 
kind meeting,” and added he 
thought Huggett’s criticism 
was unfair. 

It was the “stock-in-trade 
answer” of the groups to “run 
people down,” he said.

Poor Do It 
Peacefully

City halls were among the 
favorite targets of demon¬ 
strators across Canada Mon¬ 
day as the poor rallied, 
mainly peacefully, with pla¬ 
cards and speeches to protest 
their situation. 

Demonstrators in Saskatoon 
formed a picket line outside 
the local welfare office in 20- 
helow weather, but stacked 
their placards from time to 
time to go inside the building 
and warm up. 

A noisy but peaceful crowd 
of 200 invaded Vancouver city 
hall in an attempt to set up a 
‘provisional city council.” 
They found the third-floor 
council chamber doors locked 
and guarded by police. 

About 50 demonstrators at 
Kingston, Ont., marched into 
a downtown federal building 
where their MP, Finance 
Minister Edgar Benson, has 
an office. They left a message 
on his door which read: “Help 
Wanted. We need jobs. Some 
of us have got lousy ones. We 
can’t live on what we make.” 

In Halifax, about 100 people 
marched to Province House 
but Premier Gerald Regan 
was not there and other 
government officials refused 
to meet them. They marched 
on to city hall where Mayor 
Allan O’Brien promised to 
look into ways the city could 
help them. 


Gaglardi said his depart¬ 
ment had been working for 10 
years on all the problems 
mentioned in the groups' 
brief. Areas in which the 
group bad aaked far action 
included: income security, 
housing, legal aid, debt pro¬ 
tection, social assistance ad¬ 
ministration, mental health 
facilities, activity and training 
centres for the handicapped, 
make-work projects, services 
for working mothers and 
development funds and ex¬ 
pertise for native peoples. 

One member of the group 
walked out in the middle of 
the meeting, “it was too 
much for me,’* he said. 

Another said he felt the 
meeting was “a good example 
of what normal channels will 
do — nothing.” 

However, the group isn’t 
going to give up its fight to 
better the lot of the poor, 
Huggett said. But they ar¬ 
ranged no further meetings 
with Gaglardi because they 
didn’t feel more talks with 
him would accomplish any¬ 
thing, he added. 

The brief noted that the 
poor of Greater Victoria are 
planning a poor people’s 
conference to be held in 
March. 

“Poverty In British Co¬ 
lumbia is s social injustice 
because we have the re¬ 
sources to reduce poverty 
dramatically tf we so de s ire,” 
the brief said. “The poor 
people of British Columbia 
want action taken that will 
remove them from a life of 
poverty. The poor want to 
participate in the decisions 
that affect their lives.” 

The brief accused Gaglardi 
of making “ irresponsible and 
u n f o r givaMe” statements 
“that have encouraged the 
public to think that welfare 
recipients are deadbeats and 
hippies and that savings can 
be made in provincial welfare 
expenditures.” 

But Gaglardi denied he had 
ever ipade such statements 
and said that if the public 
thought welfare was given too 
easily he had nothing to do 
with that.

Women 


Victoria Aid. Peter Pollen 
called on the city’s women 
Monday to run for aldermanic 
seats in next December’s 
civic elections. 

Election of two or 
women to city council, he 
said, would add “a charming 
dimension and a different 
outlook” to municipal politics. 

Speaking to 30 members of 
the Victoria Business 
Professional Women’s Club at 
the War Amputations Hall, 
1610 Oak Bay, Pollen criti¬ 
cized the lack of participation 
by women in politics. 

“More than half of the 
city's population are women 
and yet, not one of you 
entered the aldermanic race 
last December; you should,” 
he said. 

* ★ ★ 

During his 40-m i n u l e s 
speech. Pollen told the audi¬ 
ence that: 

• The Capital Regional 
Board is developing into a 
“super bureaucracy” which 
isn’t directly responsible to 
the electorate. 

• Mayor Courtney Had¬ 
dock’s proposal of a $7.5 
million arts centre is “ab¬ 
surd.” 

• The p oliticians’ re¬ 
sponse to municipal problems 
is too slow. 

• He has no Intention of 
running for mayor next De¬ 
cember. 

• Amalgamation of Vic¬ 
toria and Saanich is most 
desirable. 

Pollen also told the women 
that his criticism of various 
proposals last year had re¬ 
sulted in his removal from all 
controversial areas. 

“I’ve been sent to the 
Siberia o f Victoria,” the 
alderman said. 

The Capital Regional Board, 
he said, is growing by leaps 
and bounds. Its technical staff 
consisted of highly-qualified 
and superbly-trained admin¬ 
istrators. The problem was to 
keep this body under the 
control of elected representa¬ 
tives. 

“The politicians serving on 
the board are appointed by 
the ‘various municipal coun¬ 
cils. but there is virtually no 
feedback to the councils by 
the board representatives,” 
Pollen said. 

“The result is a super 
bureaucracy which isn’t di¬ 
rectly responsible to the elec¬ 
torate.” 

A million-dollar performing 
arts centre, he said, would be 
“a beautiful thing to have” if 
Victoria could afford it. 

“The trouble is that we 
can’t even afford to keep our 
symphony orchestra going. If 
we get this big arts centre, 
what are we going to put into 
it?” Pollen asked.

To counteract this “topsy- 
turvey” development of an¬ 
other level of government, 
Pollen said, Municipal Affairs 
Minister Dan Campbell should 
force the amalgamation of 
Victoria and Saanich thus 
eliminating the duplication of 
services including fire and 
police departments. 

Pollen said Victoria has no 
shortage of problems. An 
inadequate sewage system, a 
derelict Inner Harbor, the 
lack of a comprehensive 
development plan and a 
steadily increasing traffic 
congestion were only a few of 
the most pressing ones. 

“I have no mayoralty as¬ 
pirations, but I am concerned 
about the lack of action on 
the part of city council with 
regard to these problems,” he 
said. 

“There seems to be a 
complete lack of systematic 
approach to civic affairs. 
Instead of attacking the prob¬ 
lems. aldermen have been 
busy drawing battlelines. And 
once the lines have been 
drawn, the minds are closed 
and opinions are fixed,” 
Pollen said.

Toyota, however, in a letter 
dated Jan. 20 which arrived in 


Victoria Monday did better 
than that, Barrett said.' In the 
letter the company’s execu¬ 
tive vice-president S. Kato 
said: “Considering the Cana¬ 
dian market is very impor¬ 
tant and that still more effort 
has to be made to expand the 
operation, I have an interest 
in your proposal. 

“I would like to send our 
Toyota representative in To¬ 
ronto, Mr. T. Fujita, for a 
meeting with you. As for the 
appointment, Mr. Fujita will 
contact you shortly.” 

Barrett told the House: “If 
the minister (Skillings) is not 
too busy travelling, if he 
could spend a few minutes of 
his time, I would like to invite 
him to attend this meeting in 
the Interest of providing clean 
jobs in this province.” 

The NDP said he felt the 
approach to Japanese auto 
manufacturers was the least 
the party could do In the face 
of the lack of positive steps 
by the government. He said 
he is hopeful that out of the 
meeting will come a new 
industry for B.C. 


The legislature will have its 
first night sitting tonight in 
the wake of some bickering 
among MLAs Monday over 
whether or not they are made 
to sit too often into the early 
morning hours. 

The NDP proposed an 
amendment to the routine 
government resolution estab¬ 
lishing night sittings at the 
call of the government whip 
starting tonight. 

Leo Nimslck (NDP— 
Kootenay), mover of the 
amendment, said the people 
deserve more than legislation 
by exhaustion and seconder 
Alex Macdonald (NDP— 
Vancouver East) accused the 
government of adopting late 
night sittings as a means of 
avoiding proper public scru¬ 
tiny of its legislation and 
policies. 

Premier Bennett promised 
there would be no “rushing 
through” to bring up esti¬ 
mates of important de¬ 
partments late at night. He 
also said there wont be 
“many” sittings after 11 p.m." 
“unless there is filibustering 
and tedious repetition.” 

Opposition Leader Dave 
Barrett leaped to his feet to 
say that the premier’s state¬ 
ment about repetition in de¬ 
bate during estimates was “a 
direct accusation” against the 
Speaker of the House because 
the rules forbid filibustering. 

He was neatly put down by 
Speaker William Murray, 
however, who thanked him 
and reminded members that 
during discussion of estimates 
the House is in committee 
and the speaker isn’t in the 
chair. Government members 
hooted with laughter. 

Allan Williams (L-Wcst 
Vancouver Howe Sound), the 
Liberal caucus chairman, 
made a plea for the premier 
to reconsider his opposition to 
the NDP amendment on 
grounds that all parties could 
better plan their participation 
in debates if they knew what 
hour night sittings would 
normally end. 

The NDP proposed that 
without special leave the 
House would rise at 11 p.m. 
when a night sitting was held. 

Williams said the legis¬ 
lature was “too important to 
be run by caprice.” 

"Caprice is Capozzi’s 
brother." quipped Robert 
S t rachan (NDP—Cowichan- 
Malahat). 

The Liberal turned on the 
veteran New Democrat say¬ 
ing: “That’s’just the kind of 
thing that encourages the 
premier to reject this motion. 


You (Strachan) have been in 
this House too long, sir.” 

In the vote which followed 
the NDP amendment was 
defeated by 36 to 15, with the 
Liberals siding with the of¬ 
ficial opposition, and then the 
original government resolu¬ 
tion approved by a vote over 
the objections of the NDP.

B.C. Man Can’t Be "Kin**: of His Own Castle" 


McGeer Praises Hydro-Battler 


Ihe light of a Saanich 
property owner to retain his 
property expropriated by B.C. 
Hydro was cited *by Liberal 
leader Patrick McGeer in the 
Legislature Monday as he 
charged that a man cannot 
“be king of his own castle” 
in B.C. 

Patrick Codyre of Munn 
Road has been fighting tlie 
Hydro expropriation for more 
than a year, after the crown 
company took over his fouU- 
ace lot because it wpnted to 
run transmission lines 
through it. Codyre has 


refused to accept money 
given him by Hydro in return 
for the property and has 
refused to move from his 
home. 

He has asked that Hydro 
make property of equal value 
and nature available to him 
and claims the transmission 
lines could have been inn 
behind his property instead of 
through it. 

k k k 

In McGreer’s reply to the 
Speech from the Throne, tlie 
Liberal leader praised bis 
stand against Hydro “If the 


little man is to have any 
rights at all, any protection al 
all. it will be because of a few 
individuals who won’t sell out 
. -. who won’t succumb to the 
temptation of money,” he 
said. 

A man cannot be “king of 
his " ow*n castle” in B:C., 
McGeer said, “not if Chair¬ 
man Shrum (Gordon Shrum 
of B.C. HydrB) wants that 
castle, not if tlie provincial 
cabinet wants that castle.” 

After narrating the history 
of t’odvre’s fight with Hydro 
McGeer demanded the gov¬ 


ernment revamp its expropri¬ 
ation laws. Noting there are 
28 legal ways "a man’s castle 
can be taken from him,” he 
said these should be codified 
and simplified with three new 
principles brought in. 

k k k 

No property should be ex¬ 
propriated unless it can be 
proved .that "no other reason¬ 
able alternative, exists.” he 
said 

There arc 46 acres of 
vacant land bphind Codyre’* 
holdings which McGeer said 


could be used instead of the 
Munn Road pf*o|ierty. 

A person's property should 
be valued not at market value 
but “at what a man would 
have to pay for an equivalent 
castle plus resettlement 
costs,” he said. At present, in 
disputed expropriation cases, 
a go vernment arbitration 
bftm*d decides how much the 
property owner will be paid. 

McGeer also suggested 
there must be “guaranteed 
access" to the courts - in 
disputed cases. This is not the 
case now. he said

Recommended 


WASHINGTON (API - The 
Federal Trade Commission 
projxjsed Monday that soap 
manufacturers publicly admit 
p h o sphntes contribute to 
water pollution and tell con¬ 
sumers exactly how much of 
the chemical is in each 
recommended amount of their 
products. 

The FTC said the rule 
would allow the public to 
compare for the>first time the 
pliosphate contents of de¬ 
tergents.

Under a proposed regula¬ 
tion, all detergent advertising 
and each package of the soap 
would have to state, clearly 
and conspicuously: 


"Warning: Each recom¬ 
mended use level of this 
product contains (number) 
grams of phosphorus, which 
contributes to water pollution. 
Do not use in excess In soft- 
water areas, use of phos¬ 
phates is not necessary." 

The proposed rule, which 
cannot become final until 
approved by the five-member 
commission following a public 
hearing, also would require a 
list on detergent packages of 
all ingredients by their com¬ 
mon names.

Labor's statement said that 
"through our own financial 
contribution and our own 
efforts, we have, through our 
affiliates, bargained in the 
year 1970 for some 5,000 
residents and members in¬ 
creases that would average 
$14 weekly. This will be 
duplicated in 1971, and up to 
this point, we have *hot seen 
fit to seek aid from city hall 
to cover the heavy burden of 
costs. 


“Thus millions of dollars 
over the years have f/ been 
added to the community’s 
income, and the commercial 
interests have not been asked 
for their tax dollars to assist. 

Walter Behn, who attended 
the city council meeting as a 
labor council representative, 
said that during 1969-70, about 
$4 million, and in 1970-71 
about $8 million would result 
from recent two-year con¬ 
tracts. 

He said even 10,000 tourists 
spending $100 each would 
bring in only $1 million in 
additional revenue. 

The statement said, "It is 
our opinion now and has been 
for many years that the 
responsibility for' developing 
this kind of activity (tourism i 
rests with those who benefit 
from such trade. 


Rescue Mission 
Wasn’t Ba-a-d 

DUNCAN — A Duncan SPCA inspector 
went on a mercy mission at high tide Monday 
morning to get a Salt Island sheep out of a 
tight spot. 

The sheep was stranded on a rock bluff in 
Sansum Narrows. It was spotted Sunday by Leo 
Kohut of Cowichan Station, who was fishing 
in the area. The sheep had apparently jumped 
onto the , bluff from a higher spot and could 
not climb back. 

Kohut, unable to rescue the sheep because 
of low tide, reported the problem to inspector 
Dan Hughes, who agreed to return with Kohut 
at high tide. 

Hughes went ashore, and as he approach¬ 
ed the sheep, it bolted and found its way to an¬ 
other narrow ledge which led it to safety. 

Kohut, who also owns sheep, said if it had 
not been for Hughes making it move, the sheep 
would never have left the rock bluff and prob¬ 
ably would have starved to death. 


Holsteins on Way 
To Cuban Farms 

NANAIMO — Shipment of 50 purebred 
Holstein cattle left Nanaimo for Cuba Monday. 

It was the largest shipment ever to go from 
Vancouver Island to Cuba. Six were shipped last 
year. Hie cattle are used to build up Cuban stocks. 

An official of the Cuban government toured 
Vancouver Island farms two months ago with 
William McFaul, agent for the HolsteinFriesian 
Association of Canada, to choose the breeding 
stock. 

The cattle came from farms in Saanich 
Duncan and the Nanaimo area. 

Summer Peak 

Nanaimo Area 
Consumes 
More Water 

NANAIMO—A report issued by the administra¬ 
tion board of Greater Nanaimo Water District shows 
that the board must build facilities for summer peak 
flows. 

I^ast July Nanaimo used 95 
million gallons of water, more 
than twice the average during 
a non-summer month. 

Harewood used 29 million 
gallons in July, against 12 
million gallons in an average 
non-summer month. 

Th£ city has 49 per cent of 
the population served, and 
Harewood has nearly 15 per 
cent. 

"Peak days and maximum 
hourly demands continued to 
he a problem until controlled 
b y sprinkling restrictions.

Movie Reviews 


World Full of Fortunes

The whole world is full of 
Quackser Fortunes. Some of 
them have cousins in the 
Bronx, and some are content 
to trundle their humble push¬ 
carts through life waiting for 
a better tomorrow. 

Quackser Fortune, now 
playing the Odeon theatre, 
spends his days in Dublin 
with his pushcart, broom and 
schovel, following horses. 

Gene Wilder is the gentle 
Quackser carrying on his 
own quiet little war against 
pollution and selling it for a 
shilling a bucket to bring the 
geraniums along. The viewer 
is left with a conviction that 
not everything has cangcd 
for the better. 


Wilder stands- as a giant 
among screen comedians. He 
is a comedian’s comedian who 
makes Don Sutherland and 
Elliott Gould look as if they 
should be back on the dirt 
road circuit. 

Quackser is not his real 
name as he tells a young 
American student, played by 
Margot Kidder. But as he 
tells her, "Me real name is 
Aloysius. but as a baby I 
made noises as a duck, so me 
mother called me Quackser.” 

Director Waris Hussein has 
stayed away from all the 
dreadful cliches filmmakers 
glue onto Dublin. But he 
couldn’t resist one touch of 
symbolism. For on the end of 
a stick on Quackser’s push¬ 
cart there is a rose. 


In the very end — when the 
Dublin council takes the 
horses off the street, his girl¬ 
friend leaves him in the lurc.i 
and he has spent his fare 
which was to allow him to 
join his cousin in the Bronx 
on gallon of porter — every¬ 
thing works out. 

He shovelled U all his life, 
so he deserves to come up 
smelling like a rose, and in 
this thoroughly captivating 
contemporary fairy tale he 
does — a great big, beautiful 
red rose of a happy ending 
for Quackser Fortune.

Cromtvell 

The Cromwell of British 
history and the Cromwell of 
the film now playing the 
Haida Theatre* could hardly 
be described as nodding ac¬ 
quaintances. 

Richard Harris, in a voice 
that cries for throat lozenges, 
portrays the man who did 
more than anything and more 
than any other single Indi¬ 
vidual to set the pattern of 
parliamentary government as 
we know it today. 

If hi storians Gardiner, 
Firth, and Ashley are true tor 
their scholarly reputation, the 
film has some gaping holes in 
its accuracy and the viewer is 
led to ask the question of the 
producer, the same one 
Cromwell posed on August 3, 
1650 — “I beseech you, in the 


bowels of Christ, think It 
possible you may be mis¬ 
taken?” 

The film and history have 
both been unkind to Cromwell 
and possibly for this reason 
American critics have judged 
it and him ioo harshly. He has 
been called the greatest 
Englishman who ever lived 
and alongside this the 
achievements o f Churchill 
blend into the stucco. 


Cromwell believed, and was 
the first Englishman to do so, 
that parliament ruled by right 
of the people and that in no 
way could this right be 
confused with the imagination 
of a line of Scottish kings who 
bad imaginings that Divine 
Right was the wellspring of 
their authority. 

The film gives Cromwell, as 
directed by Ken Hughes, a 
disproportionate credit for 
organizing the New Model 
army. * 

Cromwell established a 
pattern that set British polit¬ 
ical institutions apart from 
those of the rest of the world 
forever, and yet this doesn’t 
come across in the picture. 

Harris somehow misses the 
point. Happily, Alec Guiness 
as Charles I has a better 
feeling of his role as the king 
who lost control of the 
country, had lifs role as head 
of state taken away from 
him. and finally, that most 
personal of possessions — his 
own head.

Lovers and Other 
Strangers 

Any male cinemagoer who 
has a chance to browse 
around women’s magazines 
on newsstands while his wife 
is shopping will find a re¬ 
markable similarity between 
the table of contents of the 
slick American glossies and 
Cy Howard’s picture Lovers 
and Other Strangers, now 
playing the Royal Theatre. 

No male magazine browsers 
can have failed to have 
noticed the clumsy attempts 
at multiple-choice psycho¬ 
analysis and the incredible 
variety of marriage guidance 
counselling offered therein. 

trovers is a picture which 
gives the impression that 
screen writers Renee Taylor 
and Joseph Bologna have 
gone through Dr. Head- 
shrink’s ca$e book and pieced 


together his private couch 
notes for their script. 

Using the medium of the 
impending wedding of middle 
class Italian boy Michael 
Brandon and Westchester 
WASP Bonnie B e d e 1 i a , 
Howard jumps off the diving 
board into a pool of marital 
discord. 

The real problem with 
Lovers is that with a cast 
that includes Gig Young and 
Anne Jkckson, director 
Howard could have come up 
with an interesting* social 
commentary, instead 6f whieh 
he seems to play it for 
laughs.

Statistically, from a box 
office standpoint, he was 
probably smart. The divorce 
rate in the United States is 
one in four, and in California, 
which does everything on a 
grand scale, the odds for 
splitting are three or four 
times the national average. 

The film’s greatest strength 
is that, despite the large cast 
and the episodic nature of the 
production, it holds together 
well. 


“Course, I don’t mind pay¬ 
ing taxes here.

TermsDefined 


A* you browse through the colorful 
pages of a modern seed catalogue, you 
will notice that the flower seeds are 
classified as perennial, biennial, hardy 
annual and half-hardy annual types. I 
think today we might take a few 
minutes to study these classifications 
and the treatment appropriate to each 
kind. 

An annual is a plant which lives for 
only a single year. Seeds are sown in 
the spring; the plant grows to maturity, 
blooms, sets seed and then dies. Most of 
the flowers we use for summer bedding 
fall in this classification — the petunias, 
nasturtiums, marigolds, China asters 
and the like. Many of our vegetables 
are annuals also, notably such things as 
com, cucumbers, marrows, tomatoes 
and lettuce. 


Biennials take two years instead of 
one to complete their growth cycle, and 
seeds sown this spring will not bloom 
ordinarily until the summer of 1972. 
Some of these have winter-hardy 
f>liage, merely glowing up their growth 
during the months of winter weather 
and picking up where they left off as 
the days lengthen and temperatures 
rise. Wallflowers and polyanthus prim¬ 
roses are good examples of such plants. 

Other biennials, such as hollyhocks 
and honesty, die down In the fall, but 


the roots remain alive to produce 
flowering shoots in their second season. 
They have^this in common with the first 
. group, though — after blooming and 
setting seeds, the biennial dies. No 
biennial plant ever produces more than 
one crop of seeds. 

Many of our common vegetables are 
actually biennials, notably those which 
are grown for their swollen roots or 
bulbs, like onions, carrots, beets and 
turnips. We don’t often get to see these 
in their second year, as we harvest and 
eat them before they reach the 
flowering and seed-selling stage. 

It is Quite possible, though, to go to 
the supermarket this spring and pick 
out the biggest, firmest Spanish onion 
you can find and plant it in your garden 
just as you would any other bulb. There 
it will bloom and set a crop of excellent 
onion seeds. 

The perennials are those plants 
which persist for a number of years. 
Herbaceous perennials die down every 
year but the nV>ts remain dive over 
the winter, coming up each spring to 
produce an annual display of flowers. A 
few of these will bloom in their first 
year from seed, but most perennials are 
slow growers, taking anywhere from 
two years to twenty years to reach 
sexual maturity and start blooming. 

Delphiniums and Gloriosa daisies, for 
instance, may be had in bloom the first 


year if the seeds are started early, 
while peonies take about five years to 
produce a flower, which is why they are 
so seldom grown from seed. An apple 
tree is technically a woody perennial, 
and a tree grown from a seed may take 
as much as 15 years befdre the first 
blossoms and fruit appear. 

The advantage of growing perennials 
is their long life and persistence. Once a 
flower bed is furnished with these 
plants — naturally, Jfliey are guite a bit 
more expensive than the easy-to-raise 
annuals — they spring up afresh every 
year from the dormant roots willioul 
any effort on the gardener’s part. 
Moreover, the clumps of roots may be 
dug up and divided every two or three 
years to provide more plants. 


A few of our common garden plants, 
while tet' mcally perennials, are best 
treated as annuals. Snapdragons, for 
instance, are quite hardy and long-lived, 
but old plants become rather woody and 
lanky, without the neat, compact shape 
of their younger brothers; moreover, 
such old plants tend to oome down with 
frightful doses of snapdragon rust 
disease and arc a constant source of 
Infection for the younger specimens. 
This is why we pull up and burn the old 
plants in the fall, starting a new batch 
every spring.

WASHINGTON — There is 
no problem at the Pentagon 
in organizing bombing and 
strafing raids in Indo-China.

Every so often, some group 
takes a poll or survey of high 
school students and college 
freshmen, to determine what 
they think of businessmen, 
their preachments and their 
practices. 

Invariably, the results turn 
out the same: the students 
admire the businessmen's 
ability and commercial fore¬ 
sight and productive ingenuity 
— but consider them deficieni 
in moral character and ethical 
standards. 

My own impression — 
based on long experience and 
acquaintanceship with scores 
of succesful business types — 
is almost precisely the re¬ 
verse. 

I would say that the level of 
foresight and imagination is 
average at best, while the 
level of personal character is 
certainly as high as that of 
more respected occupations. 

Of course, there are a few 
wolves and snakes in the 
corporate jungle — men who 
are not to be trusted, no 
matter what their occupation 
happens to be. But, even to 
my critical eye, these repre¬ 
sent an unrepresentative mi¬ 
nority of businessmen. 

On the other hand, medioc¬ 
rity, conformity, and sheer 
p 1 o d d ingness characterize 
more corporate structures 
than do vision or boldness or 
brilliance of any sort. Most 
executives do their jobs duti¬ 
fully and conscientiously and, 
defying the laws of physics, 
rise by their gravity. 

One of the rich ironies of 
capitalism is that the men 


who run it lend to take credit 
for the system; when the 
truth of the matter is that the 
system (when well-oiled and 
sensibly regulated, as all 
systems must be), runs so 
admirably that even mediocre 
myopic leadership cannot hurt 
it too much. 

It is interesting that general 
uninformed opinion about 
these men takes away credit 
where it is deserved, and 
places it where it is largely 
unmerited. 

Most business successes arc 
decent men, trying to do as 
fair a job as possible, under 
trying conditions. Yet. most 
of them are tarred with the 
ruthlessncss and low cunning 
of only a minority. 

Whereas, at the same time, 
these plodding and precedent- 
bound executives arc custom¬ 
arily credited with vast 
entrepreneurial skill and 
subtlety and brilliance in 
manipulating economic and 
productive forces; when, in 
point pf fact, they are more 
passenger than pilot, driven 
by jet-streams or buffeted by 
winds they have scarcely 
learned to chart. 

It is one of the greatest 
glories of capitalism (even in 
the perverted "finance” form 
we have today) that it has 
been able to spread so much 
bounty to so many people, 
despite its constipated and 
often backw arddooking 
leadership. 

But this, one of the strong¬ 
est arguments for the system, 
will never be enunciated from 
a student rostrum.

The distribution of Senate 
seats should be changed to be 
fairer. McGeer said, and a 
Bill of Rights should be 
embodied in the new Cana¬ 
dian constitution. 

He also advocated that 
abortion clinics be built, ‘‘pre¬ 
ferably in conjunction with 
hospitals but not necessarily 
so. as it is of great impor¬ 
tance that they be so located 
as to serve the needs of those 
people in the community who 
want to make use of them.”

Kiernan to “go on a daily 
diet” of water taken from 
Buttle Lake, wliere Western 
Mines in Strathcona Park 
discharges its effluent, as the 
residents of Campbell River 
have been forced to do.

(Reuter> — Fifty-eight of 92 
persons condemned Sunday to 
death in the aftermath of last 
November’s abortive seaborne 
invasion o f Guinea were 
hanged Monday, Radio Cona¬ 
kry reported Monday night. 

The radio, monitored in 
Abidjan, said the 58 were 
hanged in various parts of the 
country. 

Guinea’s National Assexhbly 
sentenced 92 Africans. (34 of 
them in absentia. t*> de ath f« »r 
their alleged part in the 
invasion. 

'Hie tribunal also sentenced 
72 people, including the Arch¬ 
il ishop of Conakry, two West 
Germans, three Frenchmen 
and 1(1 Lebanese, to hard 
labor for life. 

Among the 58 executed 
were five men and one 
woman \vix> held high govern¬ 
ment jjost.s in Guinea.

He blamed the demonstra¬ 
tion by the unemployed at the 
opening of the Legislature 
Thursday on government poli¬ 
cies. "It resulted from words 
not matched by deeds — a 
realization by some pople that 
they had been duped and then 
dumped," he said.

Boston Highrise

BOSTON (UPI) — A 16-storey condominium apartment 
building under construction collapsed into a pile of rubble 
Monday. Three workmen were slightly injured and three 
others listed as missing. 

Police and firemen searched the debris for the missing 
workmen amidst fears the remaining walls of the structure 
also might collapse. y- 

The building was located across the street from the 
residence of Most Rev. Humberto Medeiros. Archbishop of 
the Roman Catholic diocese of Boston.

Authorities evacuated three nearby buildings. The three 
remaining walls of the condominium were leaning and 
expected to fall. 

Three men working on the top floor of the structure were 
rescued after the roof loppled In on the 16th floor. A^fehort 
time later, the entire building collapsed inward. 

Boston city hospital sent six ambulances to the scene to 
assist the 12 sent by the police department. 

The contractor, Toulong Construction Co., of Montreal, 
said the missing men included two laborers and a plumber. 

A company spokesman said the scaffolding began to fall at 
3:22 p.m. Three workers were rescued by a crane bucket. 

The building, wsich included 15 storeys with a sunrooni 
on top, caved in at 3:35 p.m.

Vast reclamation projects, employing thousands 
of young people who are now jobless, were proposed 
Monday by Opposition Leader Dave Barrett as pail 
of a program to give British Columbia the “clean, 
pure and protected” environment of a park. 

In his 75-minute reply to 
last Thursday’s sjieech from 
the throne B:irrett told the 
legislature this and other 
governments can choose to 
ignore the frustrations of the 
jobless, particularly the young 
jobless, only at the peril of 
the democratic system. 

He proposed a special three- 
per-cent provincial tax on all 
capital and improvement 
spending which the NDP 
leader said wxxjld produce $25 
million to $30 million to 
finance immediate reclama¬ 
tion projects to restore the 
tarnished beauty of B.C. 

The program, Barrett 
claimed, could provide jobs 
for at least 10,000 young 
people, many of them well 
educated and highly oriented 
towards preservation of the 
environment. 

★ ★ ★ 

What he called "park Brit¬ 
ish Columbia." the NDP 
leader added, would become a 
beacuii to attract people from 
all over North America to 
enjoy tlie clean, pure and 
protected environment. The 
resultant increase in tourism, 
last year worth $475 million, 
would provide many new jobs 
throughout the province. 

Barrett spent much of his 
speech belaboring the gov¬ 
ernment for what he called 
"the panorama" of environ¬ 
ment abuse he found on his 
travels around B.C. last year. 

The NDP leader called for 
the immediate dissolution of 
tlie Pollution Control Board 
and the transfer of responsi¬ 
bility for pollution control to 
the health department which 
would concern itself mainly 
with the potential effects of 
industrial development on the 
health of B.C. citizens.

OTTAWA (UPI) — Tlie 
federal government intro- 
duced long-awaited legislation 
Monday to create a Canada 
Development Corporation, but 
tlie proposed $2 billion public- 
private company was de¬ 
signed more for stimulating 
“Canadian business than "buy¬ 
ing back” the country from 
U.S. and other foreign own¬ 
ers. 

The proposed corporation 
would have the power to buy 
up companies or thwart take¬ 
overs in sectors of the 
economy dominated by 
American or other foreign 
owners. But unlike some 
previous proposals. this would 
not be its main function. 

★ it it 

The main aim of the 
corporation would be "to help 
develop and maintain strong 
C a n a d i a n-controlled and 
C a nadian-managed corpora¬ 
tions in the private sector, 
and to provide greater op¬ 
portunities for Canadians to 
invest and participate in the 
e c onomic development of 
Canada." 

Officials said the corpora¬ 
tion would help modify the 
present trend of Canadians to 
import long term capital 
mostly from the L'nited States 
— while exporting short term 
funds. 

With all its voting shares 
held by Canadian citizens and 
the government, tlie corpora¬ 
tion would provide a new 
source of long term capital 
for large, high risk enter¬ 
prises that previously would 
have been unable to find 
•backing from domestic in¬ 
vestors.

Canadian industry currently 
is about half foreign con¬ 
trolled, with some industries 
such as petroleum refining 99 
per cent foreign held. 

The bill was introduced in 
the House of Commons by 
Finance Minister Edger'Ben¬ 
son nearly 10 years after his 
Libera] Party began propos¬ 
ing such a body.

Salivation Doesn t Arise 
From Any Single Cause 


By G. C. THOSTLSON. MD 

Dear Dr. Tbosteson: What 
causes profuse slobbering, 
particularly when sleeping, in 
a 64-year-old man with Park¬ 
inson's disease? 

My late mother did that in 
her late 70s but she did not 
have Parkinson’s disease. 

Although L-dopa is on the 
market now for Parkinson's, 
do you feel that It is safe 
from any side effects? — 
Mrs. J. A. C. 

P t y alism, or excessive 
salivation, doesn’t arise from 
any one cause. It is. to be 
sure, one of the symptoms of 
Parkinsonism, but. as in your 
mother’s case, it can occur in 
elderly persons without«that 
disease being involved. 

Irritations in the mouth, 
inciting greater release of 
saliva, are a possibility that 
should be investigated in such 
cases. Certain drugs (amdhg 
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them, iodides) can cause this 
trouble, too. 

As to L-dopa, whether It is 
that or any other potent 
medication, you are asking 
too much when you want it to 
be free of “any side effects." 
Side effects of some sort are 
possible with just about any 
medication you can name, 
even including aspirin. 

The possibility of side ef¬ 
fects by no means signifies 
that every patient is going to 
encounter them. Some do; 
some don’t. 


And that very uncertainty is 
one of the basic aspects of j 
careful medical care. Both ! 
doctor and patient hope there 
will be no side effects, but it I 
is only good sense to keep 
watch for the cases in which \ 
side effects do crop up. 

L-dopa can have side ef- I 
fects, but they are mostly 
“nuisance” affairs that can 
bo controlled by adjusting the 
dosage properly — correct 
adjustment of dosage appears 
to be very necessary with this 
medication. 

It already has proved itself 
to be very effective in the 
majority of cases, and use 
and tests so far indicate that 
it is safe. 

True, some patients find 
they cannot make use of it — 
|K?rhaps one in three or four— 
but for the rest, the improve¬ 
ment is so dramatic and 
gratifying that L-dopa should 
be tried to see whether it 
benefits a particular patient.

closed-circuit television rights.

remaining 4,000 Garden seats, 
at $20, $40 and $75 each, aksured 
a live gate of approximately 
$1,250,000 — the largest ever for 
an indoor bout. The a round-the- 
world, closed-circuit telecast is 
expected by the promoter to 
bring ip additional revenue of 
up to $9,000,000 and be viewed 
by up to 30,000,000 people. 

The Garden, is co-promoting 
the fight with a syndicate 


headed by Jack Kent Cooke of 
Los Angeles. 

The last tickets for seats were 
» sold within two hours Monday. 


The Garden immediately be¬ 
gan sale of tickets for the 
closed-circuit telecast at the 
sites it has been awarded by the 
Cooke group, Fight of Cham¬ 
pions, which owns all the 
ancillary rights to the fight. 


At a Garden news conference, 
Cooke's partner, Jerry Peren- 
chio, said basic guarantees for 
the rights to the live telecast of 
the fight, still more than six 
%*veeks away, have totalled 
T’ about $6,700,000."

The guarantees by successful 
bidders for the television rights 
are to be applied against a 
percentage of their gross. 


Madison Square Garden has

$14 weekly. This will be 
duplicated in 1971, and up to 
this point, we have not seen 
fit to seek aid from city hall 
to cover the heavy burden of 
costs. 

“Thus millions of dollars 


over tile years have been 
added to the community’s 
income, and the commercial 
interests have not been asked 
for their tax dollars to assist. 

Walter Behn. who attended 
the city council meeting as a 
labor council representative, 
said that during 1969-70, about 
$4 million, and in 1970-71 
about $8 million would result 
from recent two-year con¬ 
tracts. 

He said even 10,000 tourists 
spending 5100 each would 
bring in only SI million in 
additional revenue. 

The statement said. “It is 
our opinion now and has been 
for many years that the 
responsibility for developing 
this kind of activity’ (tourism) 
rests with those who benefit 
from such trade.

While the federation was 
analysing Ihe legislation 
covering the improvements, a 
veteran teacher told the Col¬ 
onist the increase leaves the 
teachers facing "a pretty sad 
state of affairs.” 

He said the hike of 7 per 
cent is extremely poor when 
compared to pensions for civil 
servants and for teachers 
elsewhere in Canada. 

“Our increase and that for 
civil servants is to ( be 7 per 
cent,” he said. “But look at it 
this way: In my case I will 
he getting a pension based on 
40 per cent of my average 
monthly salary during the 
last seven years of my 
employment. My sister, who 
has been in the civil service

ABIDJAN. Ivor y Coast 
(Reuter) Fifty-eight of 92 
persons condemned Sunday to 
death in the aftermath of last 
November’s abortive seaborne 
invasion o f Guinea were 
hanged Monday, Radio Cona¬ 
kry reported Monday night. 

The radio, monitored in 
Abidjan, said the 58 were 
hanged in various parts ot the 
country. 

Guinea’s National Assembly 
sentenced 92 Africans. 34 of 
them in absentia, to death for 
their alleged pari in the 
invasion. 

The tribunal also sentenced 
72 people, including the Arch¬ 
bishop of Conakry, two West 
Gefonans. three Frenchmen 
and 10 Lebanese, to hard 
labor for life. 

Among the 58 executed 
were five men and one 
woman who held high govern¬ 
ment posts in Guinea.

Vast reclamation projects, employing thousands 
of young people who are now jobless, were proposed 
Monday by Opposition Leader Dave Barrett as part 
of a program to give British Columbia the “clean, 
pure and protected” environment of a park. 

In his 75-minute reply to 
last Thursday’s speech from 
the throne Barrett told the 
legislature this and other 
governments can choose to 
ignore the frustrations of the 
jobless, particularly the young 
jobless, only at the peril of 
the democratic system. 

He proposed a special three- 
per-cent provincial tax on all 
capital and improvement 
spending which th£ NDP 
leader said would produce $25 
million to $30 million to 
finance immediate reclama¬ 
tion projects to restore the 
tarnished beauty of B.C. 

The program, Barrett 
claimed, could provide jobs 
for at least 10.000 young 
people, many of them well 
educated and highly oriented 
towards preservation of the 
environment.

What he called "park Brit¬ 
ish Columbia,” the NDP 
leader added, would become a 
beacon to attract people from 
all over North America to 
enjoy the clean, pure and 
protected environment. The 
resultant increase in tourism, 
last year worth $475 million, 
would provide many new jobs 
thmughout the province. 

Barrett spent much of his 
speech belaboring the gov¬ 
ernment for what he called

and the transfer of responsi¬ 
bility for pollution control to 
the health department which 
would concern itself mainlv 
with the potential effects of 
industrial development on the 
health of B.C. citizens.

B.C. Man Can’t Be ‘King of His Own Castle' 


McGeer Praises Hydro-Battler 


The fight of a Saantch 
property owner to retain his 
property expropriated by B.C. 
Hydro was cited by Liberal 
leader Patrick MeGeer in the 
Legislature Monday as he 
charged that a man cannot 
"be king of his own castle” 
in B.C. 

Patrick Codyre of Munn 
Road has been fighting the 
Hydro expropriation for more 
than a year, after the crown 
company took over his four- 
ace lot because it wanted to 
run transmission lines 
through it. Codyre has 


refused to accept money 
given him by Hydro in return 
for the property and has 
refused to move from his 
home. 

He has asked that Hydro 
make property of equal value 
and nature available to him 
and claims the transmission 
lines could have been run 
t>ehind his properly instead of 
through it. 

★ * ★ 

In McGreer’s reply to the 
Speech from the Throne, the 
Liberal leader praised his 
stand against Hydro "If the 


Irttle man is to have any 
rights at all, any protection at 
all, it will be because of a few 
individuals who won’t sell out 
. . . who won’t succumb to the 
temptation of money,” he 
said. 

A man cannot be "king of 
his own castle” in B.C., 
McGeer said, "not if Chair¬ 
man Shrum (Gordon Shrum 
of B.C. Hydro) wants that 
castle, not if the provincial 
cabinet wants that castle." 

After narrating the history 
of Codyre’s fight with Hydro. 
McGeer demanded tlie gov¬ 


ernment revamp its expropri¬ 
ation laws. Noting there are 
28 legal ways "a man’s castle 
can be taken from him,” he 
said these should be codified 
and simplified with three new 
principles brought in.

No property should be ex¬ 
propriated unless it can lie 
proved that "no other reason¬ 
able alternative exists.” he 
said. 

There are 46 acres of 
vacant land behind Codyre’s 
holdings which McGeer said

could be used instead of thp

A person's property’ should 
be valued not at market value 
Ixit "at what a man would 
have to pay for an equivalent 
castle plus resettlement 
costs." he said.

McGeer also suggested 
there must be "guaranteed 
access” To the courts in 
disputed cases.
